The point upon which it is here said 
there call be no mistake, ii,— according 
tu tht writer's insinuations, for he 
does not speak explicitly, — that there 
ii no land in the colony from the sale of 
which an Immigration Fund can be 
raised, but that witliui the circumfereu* 
of the Port Phillip district.

ram tit a last week. The c«iiiiniaii>u ol 
portable boats lias been a primary object 
in these preparations, and, next to Ihal, 
Ihe formation of the dray wheels, which 
are apt, in much heat and drought, to 
shrink . tnd become unserviceable Both 
these object! have been alt ended lo oa 
this occasion, and it is confidently hoped 
that the party will be equally prepared t>> 
travel on dry land or water. Toe boats, 
two in number t have been made of iron 
by Mr. STatTM, and Ihe construction 
being also on s quite new principle, that 
part of the exploratory apparatus is most 
creditable to our colony. Each boat is 
made in two parts, aa if a boat were cut 
[ across, which parts, when joined, form 
\ a boat 1 S feel long, i-| wide, and a feet 
I deep. Kacfa part ii an closed up by a 
'bulk-head, perfectly water tight, that it 
would float alone, and could so be used 
u a boat. Il weighs only three hundred 
[xiundi, and ti easily carried inverted over 
a. dr»y load, When required to form the 
boat, the twu portions are screwed to- 
gether, by joining the bulk-head secttopt, 
and at once the whule boat is ready for 
the water. In this manner, at soon ss 
they were launched at Mr. StSUTH'i 
wharf, these boatt were pulled lo Parra- 
malta.indeatly neit morning were em- 
ployed to cover four of iht dray loads 
instead of tarpaulins. There are, in all, 
eight dray i, besides three light carti, 
It was originally intended to use light 
carta and homes only, but il was found 
more economical and also more practica- 
ble to adopt the ordinary means of con 
vcjant* — bullock dray* — as forming a 
ihurter tine and requiring ftwei mrn.
